around the strategic city. 
The vital rail junction was com­ 
pletely occupied, the Japanese a n ­ 
nounced, and their army was closing 
in on 35,000 Chinese troops said to 
be trapped in the Suchow vicinity. 
They said there was every indica­ 
tion the Chinese would be annihil­ 
ated. 
Seven thousand Chinese al­ 
ready had been killed in the Suchow 
area, the Japanese estimated. 
They said m ajor Chinese forces 
were retreating toward 
Siayl, 
15 
miles to the south; Chulan. 16 miles 
to the .southwest, and Sutslen, 70 
miles to the southeast. 
Although rn number of casualties 
the battle for Suchow did not make 
this one of Hie m ajor engagements 
ot the war. the capture of the city 
whs>strategically more im portant to 
the Japanese than their occupation 
of Nanking, once C hina’s capital. 
The fall of Suchow was the climax 
of a five-month campaign which 
started immediately after Nanking 
was captured and cost both sides

Heavy damage to apple, peach and 
cherry crops in m ountain orchards 
that are only beginning to reveal the 
severity of the loss caused by freez­ 
ing tem peratures on the morning of 
I Thursday, May 12, was reported by a 
j dozen fruitm en among the 75 who 
J gathered Thursday evening in the 
I Biglerville auditorium for the May 
meeting of the Adams County Fruit 
Growers’ association. 
Orchards where a first inspection 
on the day of the cold weather had 
failed to show a serious injury are 
now being found to contain large 
percentages of damaged fruit which 
the growers say will drop to the 
ground within the next few wreks. 
The section of greatest damage 
was shown to be an area north and 
northwest of Bendersville and on 
mountain tops and valleys from York 
Springs to the southwestern section 
of the fruit belt. 
Fred E. Griest, Flora Dale, said 
that some of his orchards had suf­ 
fered their first serious frost injury 
in 13 years and th at the low tem ­ 
peratures on the single morning last 
week had "wiped out” the fruit on 
j one 38-acre block of apple trees.

Other reports listed orchards or 
parts of orchards of the following 
as being hard hit: 
Clark Fetters, 
north of Bendersville: Rice and Rice, 
Smith and Huber, Lloyd Om er and 
Daniel Hoffman, all in the same sec­ 
tion of the county. 
Less damage 
was told by growers in the vicinity 
of York Springs and some in that 
area stated they had escaped en­ 
tirely any damage by frost. 
An or­ 
chard on Mt. Newman was prac­ 
tically stripped of good fruit by the 
freeze, the growers heard. 
Several 
Franklin county orchardist* told of 
similar conditions in their county, 
In these same sections tender ter­ 
minal growths of twigs and foliage 
also have suffered, the 
fruitmen 
heard. 
Last week m arketm en from 
the same sections told of heavy vege­ 
table and berry losses from the same 
cause. 
The exact extent of the fruit loss 
cannot yet be determ ined, for or­ 
chardists stated th a t some apples, 
winch appeared to be sound, showed 
discoloration at the core when cut 
open. 
They stated th at was an in­ 
dication of damage by cold weather 
and that those apples would soon 
drop to Hie ground. 
While report* of losses by freezing 
were being recounted by some of the 
association members, many others 
told of "too heavy” sets of both 
peaches and apples.

jdone a delayed toast, and he’ll give 
you right back: “Robin Hood of El 
Dorado.” In th at one he played the 
sheriff-straig h t. 
“And w hat a job! 
Me, a comic, and not allowed to play 
for laughs. . . ."

plosion of tem peram ent is much 
more than appears on the surface. 
Most people, for instance, consider 
the “slow burn'" has Just begun 
when Kennedy starts wrapping his 
fingers around his face and tearing 
at his baldness.

The guy is trying to be pleasant, 
but the other muggs won t let him.
